| MINING NOTES. 


; Only two weeks remain of the time 
j} agreed upon for the Frontenac «melter | 
icompany to secure incorporation. 

A. R. Huffman, a graduate of the 
Kingston schoo! of mines, has taken 
charge of the assay office, Belleville, 
during the illness of Mr. Wells and Mr 
Dickson. The latter gentleman's eves 
were badly burned with sulphuric acid 
a few days ago. 

Mr. R. Carfrae has been doing a lictle| 
rospecting on his farm lately, and 
as discovered some excellent samples 

of copper and gold-bearing quartz. 
Some of these samples were forwarded 
toa Toronto expert, who reports yery 
favorably.— Bancroft Times. 


A mica mine owned by Mr. F. A. 
Folger, at Sharbot Lake, is reported to 
be turning out splendidly. Flakes 
have been taken out which measure 
sixteen by eighteen inches. The vein 
is twenty-eight to thirty inches wide, 
and very rich, The mica is being 
shipped to Kingston for treatment. 
About a dozen men are at work in the 
mine at present. 


Steady progress is being mate at the 
Helena mines, near Myer’s Caye, under 
the able management of Mr. A. M. 
Chrisholm. The venerable manager 
has added to his plant at considerable 
cost an immense planer, which will 
mean a great saving to the company. 
An extensive tunnel! is being made from 
the Perry Rapids to the mines, with 
the object of working the drills with 
compressed air. The road to and from 
the nines is also being improved. 


The announcement was made a few 
days ago that, Mr. A. Blue, director of 
the bureau of mines, had sent in his re- 
signation, to take effect on the Ist of 
August. It is understood that Mr. Blue 
will be apsointed commissioner of cen- 
sues for the Dominion, and after the 
census is completed will haye charge 
of the department of statistics. being 
an expert in thatline. Mr. Thos, W. 
Gibson, from the department of. crown 
lands. is likely to succeed Mr. Blue. 
Mr. Gibson's appointment will be very 
popular with the mining men. 


What an expert mining man from 
Colorado has tosay of the Big Chief 
gold mine on Boulder Creek, British 
Columbia,’ may be of interest to some 
of our readers, who have cold ore bear- 
ing properties. He says that if the 
ledge on that property carries values 
of say $5 a ton, it is a big proposition. 
To make it pay, it shoul equipped 
with not less than a forty stamp mill, 
and be managed economically. He 
instanced the Treadwell minesin Alaska 
anithe Homestake properties in South 
Dakota, which are handling ore at a 

rofit in which the values are less than 
per ton, 


We are credibly informed, says the 
Sudbury Journal, that the biggest min- 
ing deal that has eyer taken place in 
this district. was closed this week. . It 
is said that Dr. wi and his 
associates, of London, Eng., have pur- 
chased the group of nickel locations 
known as the big Levack property 
owned by R. J. Tough, Jas. Stobie, 
and Rinaldo McConnell. A number of 
men baye been sent out to make a 
waggon road from Onaping station to 
the mines, a distance of four to eight 
miles, and development work ona large 
scale is expected to be commenced in a 
short time, 


Mr. ©, A. Fowler, affshareholder in a 
large smelting concern, in speaking 
about smelting, says there is a com- 
pany in New Fork which is operating 
on a small scale on a new process for the 
manufacture of oxygen, which he 
thinks will revolutionize smelting. 
With the assistance of liquid air and 
an apparatus which can be placed on 
the stack of a smelter oxygen can 
made ata lowcost. Then it is sprayed! 
over the coke in a furnace, and one 
ton of coke, it is claimed. can be made 
to do the work of three tons. A plant 
for making this oxygen on a large 
scale would cost a large sum, but it 
would, he says, cut down the cost of 
smelting to such a degree that in time 
its adoption by smelters would be 
general, 

Our readers may have some idea of 
the progress that is being made in the 
development of the iron mines in the 
Michipicoten district from the fact that) 
the Helen mine and the Palimki mine 
each shipped 2,000 tons of ore to the 
Midland smelter last week. When the 
required number of men, about 900, are 
employed at the mines the shipments | 
will amount to ten thousand tons a} 
week.

(ta weeful rather than from its precious 
metals that the province has most to 
That we have vast stores of 
iron ore is a fact established beyond 
question, and only a small part of the 
mineralized area has yet been 
thoroughly explored. Of the quality 
of the known deposits hardly a fair) 
tes: has yet been made. In Eastern 
Ontario we haye both hematite and 
magnetite, though mostly the latter. 
‘ine ore is being brought down the 
Kingston and Pembroke line, which 
bas just obtained a subsidy to build a 
branch into the Bedford mines. Down 
the Ontario Central road considerable 
quantities haye been shipped to the 
Hamilton furnace. From certain of 
the mines of that district are obtained 
ores yielding a high percentage of iron, 
quite free from elements that make the 
metal too hard. It is hoped that 
methods will soon be found whereby 
the bulk of the Hastings ore can be 
desulphurized economically. The 
incentives to find out sueh a process 
are increasing in strength as the ranid 
consumption of iron and steel telle upon 
the ore supplies across the line. As 
the time of exhaustion of these sup- 
plies comes nearer and nearer the pros- 
pector is more and more impelled to 
keep up the search for new fields. 
This er is not likely to be 
arrested by the present decline in the 
prices of pig iron and steel. There is 
no doubt that the prices of these com- 
mudities were advanced too far, but the 
reaction from the upward extreme will 
not carry them back to the lower 
extreme that held three or four years 
ago. The state of the ore market will 
prevent such a decline as that. Until 
the visible supply of the raw material 
ia very greatly increased fron and steel 
prices are likely to remain on a much 
higher plane than they were on in 1996. 
lf Ontario has any great resources of 
iron ore yet concealed, the discovery of 
them will well reward the enterprise of 
the prospector. Great deposits of high- 
grade ore have already been uncovered 
in Algoma, and from Michipicoten 
harbour the output of the Helen mine 
is being shipped to the Midland furnace 
and elsewhere. In the Rainy River 
district the work of testing claima on 
the Atikokan range is completed with 
satisfaction to the investors, and a 
company with $1,000,000 capital has 
been formed to work the mines, Ore

THE BELMONT MINE TRAGEAY.

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| Two Untortuaate Fellows Meet Awtel Death 


by Pallieg From « Holst Bowe « Shaft 
of the Belmont Geld Mine. 


News reached here on Thursday last 
of the terrible accident which occerred 
about midnight on Tuesday of last 
week, and by which two men, Louls 
Dufresne and Peter Terrien, lost their 
lives while ascending number two shaft 
in the mines of the Cordova Mining and 
Exploration Uo., situated in Belmont 
township, near the boundary line 
between the counties of Peterboro and 
Hastings. The men are hauled a 
let down the shaft ina skip whi 
held by a strong cable 
up and down on two emall raila. 
shaft ia almost perpendicular, t 
there is aslight incline, and com 
air power is used for ti 
In these skips all the ane 
mines is gent up, and when it 
point about ten feet above the 
the rails on which it rans turn out 
the skip dumps its contents on the floor 
of the shaft house, A man at the 
mouth of the shaft regulates the skip 
by signal from below. On this ooca- 
sion the hoist was attended to by Mr. 
George Avery, foreman, and, . 
ing to his account of the accident, he 
had arranged matters so that the men 
could pass from number three shaft 
through a drift, which is about ten feet 
down, the latter shaft being the safer 
one to ascend. The men, however, 
wanted to come up namber two shaft, 
no doubt so that they would be at the 
top more quickly and ready for their 
midnight meal. Thetwo unfortunate 
men were working at a level of one 
hundred and twenty feet down the 
shaft and, having prepared three 
chargea for blasting, gave the ai to 
hoist the skip. It was mm tely 
startedjand had gone up a good distance, 
when the first blast, & very heavy one, 
went off. Mr. Avery then sent the skip 
faster to get it out before all the blasts 
went off. When it reached the top 
men were in it and Avery yelled 
Dufresne. but received no reply. 
went dowh to the first level font 
with the same ominious silence. Si 
be hastened down and found the as 
of the men lying about four feet apart 
at the bottom of number two shaft, | 
and horribly bruised from the terrible 
fall on the rocks, 

«Among a lot of the miners, however, 
itis said another opinion prevails, It 
is that the hoist was not properly man- 
aged. They seem to think that the skip 
was run too fast, that the men came ap 
in it, that it was mot stopped at the 
landing and that it went on another 
ten feet to the damp, and

some of the friends of the dead 
point out that they must haye come to 
the top and fallen back, for their blood is 
on the beams about thirty-five feet down 
from the mouth of the shaft. They 
think that the falling men struck these 
first. There hats werefound at a level 
of one hundred feet down. It was for 
this reason that a Peterboro constable 
was sent for and that a coroner's jary 
sat Thursday in an effort ‘to arrive at 
the cause of the accident. It is evident 
that the men had a terrible fall. Both 
had fallen on their heads with «reat 
force, as both skulls were crushed in. 
They must have died instantly. 
rion’s left arm was also broken and his 
leg broken in two pieces. 

Mr. Dafresae, the Marmora Herald 
says, wasa Frenchman from Quebeo, 
where, until the last yegr, he h 
a life time at mining. He was forty- 
two yeurs of age. He came to the Bel- 
mont gold mine «a year ago from the 
copper mines in Capleton, Que. He 
leaves a wife and family of five sons 
and six daughters, two of the latter 
being married, but only one of the sons 
having reached manhood. Mr. Terrion 
was well known in this part of the 
country, where he had lived from youth 
up. He worked a small farm near Bel- 
mont mines, and at slack times worked 
at the mines, where he was helper on 
one of the airdrilla He leaves a wife 
and two littl twin daughters. His, 
mother is also living and resides with 
his brother, John Terrion, near Molone. 
He wasthirty-two years of age.

said company, and George Avery, fore- 
man, for allowing them to do so.”

Dominion shield of arms on the 
Canadian edition of the British flag, 
as suggested by the Ontario Histor- 
ical Society, seems to be a pretty 
sensible idea.

Politics promises to be a live 
subject in both political camps this 
fall.

BAD RAILWAY COLLISION. 


About balf past one o'clock on Thurs- 
day afternocn last a fatal railwar 
accident occurred on the Midland divis- 
ion of the Grand Trunk Railway, when 
-two passenger traine—the Madoc train 
due to arrive her at 1:15 o'clock p.m. 
and the Peterboro train going to Belle- 
vyille—collided about half-a-mile south of 
Madoc Junction. Two employees. A. 
Edmund, of Lindsay, driyer of the 


ville, brakeman on the train coming to 
this village. were killed; the driver was 
scalded and the brakeman terribly 


mangled, A. Gillies, of Belleville, 
imail clerk, and D. Thompson, also of 
of Belleville. baezageman on the train 
| going south were slightly injured, both 
| receiving bad scalp wounds avd bruises. 


Quite a number of passengers for this 
Village were on the Madoc train, but 
none, were injured inthe least. The 
Madoc train, scheduled to leave RBelle- 
-m. was delayed 
thirty-five minutes in ordérto make 
connection with the train from the west. 


This has been illustrated whenever | It is due to arrive at Madoc Junction at 


1:15 o'clock, where it passes the Peter- 
boro express going south, but being 
delayed, did not reach the junction on 
time, and the Peterboro train. having 
the right way, did not remain there. 
Where the accident occurred there is a 
very sharp curve, and the engine drivers 
did not perceive one another's trains 
until it was to late toavert catastrorhe. 
The Madoc train was running at the 
rate of ten miles an hour and the other 
was going abont twenty miles an hour 
when thev crashed into each other. 
The engines were wrecked and two 
cars were much damaged. The regu- 
lar drivers and fireman were off duty 
and both trains were run by Lindsay 
men. Jas. Maybee and Leo. Primeau, 
of Lindsay, were drivers and fireman 
of tthe Madoc train and A. Edmund 
and W. Nagent were drivers and fire- 
man of the Peterboro train. 

On Friday night an inauest into the 
cause of the death of the engineer and 
brakeman was held by

the Sun says “Both of them gave 
their evidence in a strengthforward 
and candid manner. They both said 
that they had by some manner lost 
sight of the Belleyille bound Peterboro 
train, and they did not shirk in the 
least from taking the onus of blame on 
themselves. Their statements were 
made in a manner that left but little to 
be said by others and no action of 
their's was in the least way concealed, 
nor wasany attempt made at conceal- 
ment.” It was found that all evidence 
could not be heard Friday night, and 
an adjournment was made until Mon- 
day evening, when seyeral other wit- 
nesses were examined, but their evi- 
dence was substantially similiarto and 
only confirmed that of Messrs. Kerr and 
Maybee. It was nearly midnight 
before the jury arrived at the verdict, 
which was in substance: *‘That Archi- 
bald Edmunds, of Lindsay. engineer, 
and Samuel Burd, of Belleville, brake- 
man, came to their deaths on July 26, 
ina railway collision a short distance 
east of Madoc Junction, caused by a 
lapse of memory on the part of Ooedas- 
tor William Kerr, of Madoc, and En- 
gineman James Maybee, Lindsay.”

Do not buy cheap gloves. If your 
income ie limited you might better don 
featliy mended, correctiy cut, goed 
quality gloves than a new pair of 
poor shape and quality. 

Deo got wear evening or dress gloves 
exoept in the evening or on dres*y 
OOoA sien. It eeeem to hare become 
custom te wear a fresh pair of de- 
licate gloves em some important ec- 
casion. When they beceme slight- 
ly aolled or have been cleaned they 
are eaed for leas important times, 
and a thoroughly aciled glove appears 
to be “good enough to ran out in or 
to wear shopping.” This is thor- 
oughly bad taste, if not bad form, 
For traveling, walking and shopping 
weara mealium heavy glove matching 
the costume or a atout English glove 
of some netural shade. This will 
prove more economical than always 
Purchasing dress gloves, which when 
onée soiled are hacked out quickly and 
soon look slovenly. 

Do not try to make the hand look 
emall by wearing a tight glove. In 
selecting a glove be sure the fingers 
are long enough and that the button 
of clasp fastens At the juncture of 
wrist aod hand and not on the palm. 
Rt ia beat to purchase from differ- 
ent dealers until gloves perfectly 
suiting the hand of the wearer are 
discovered, and then give that deal- 
erall your trade. Promiscuous glove 
buying is as bad as promiscuous shoe 
bu ybng. 

On the other hand, do not wear 
tloves too large. The baggy backs, 
wrinkled fingers, and slouchy wrists 
do mot give that refinement of appear- 
ance which all women covet. 

Do not wear a glove with a button 
off or a rip in some seam, thinking 
it will mot be noticed. Such ea defect 
ia glaring to strangers and friends. 
Almost any store will have any gloves 
which have been bought from them 
properly mended for a trifling sum, 
and the gloves look much better than 
when mended at home. 

Do not put a new glore on oare- 
leasly. The first wearing moulds the 
glove to the hand and decides its fu- 
ture appearance. Be careful to get 
the fingers straight and work them 
gently on, little hy little, each in 
turn. Then pat one _ finger 
in the palor by pressing out- 
ward, adjust hand part. The 
thumb followa, and when the seam 
on the outside of the hand is even and 
@amooth the glove may be buttoned or 
clasped. 

Do not wear kid gloves without 
sprinkling powder in them if your 
hands are inclined to perspire. 

De not take a glove off carelessly 
if you desire it to last well. In taking 
gioves off turm the wrist over the 
fingers and draw until the fingers are 
half uncovered, then the finger onds 
may be loosened by the tips. This 
makes it an easy matter to readjust 
the glove right side out. It is a good 
plan to breathe in a glove after tak- 
ing it off. It preserves the softness 
of the kid by quickly drying any 
slight moisture.

HASTENING FRUIT BEARING. 


There would be much lesa discour- 
agement to fruit growere and a graat 
increase in the amount and profitable- 
nese of fruit grown if some way were 
devised to bring trees after they have 
been set to bearing more quickly than 
they usually do It is usually the 
fault of the tree planter. He overdoss 
his work in trying to give the tree a 
good start. The result is that roots 
and wood growth are unnaturally 
stimulated, and the formation of fruit 
buds is delayed. What is needed is 
Suitable alternation of stimulants, 
and checks to growth, so that after 
the tree has attained the size and vi- 
gor required for bearing the making 
of mew wood will be stopped, and the 
energies of the tree directed mainly to 
the formation of fruit buds When the 
young tree is set out it bas not en- 
ough size’ to bear more than two or 
three specimens, and so it is thought 
not to be worth while to keap the tree 
im the bearing habit. So the surface 
sail is cultivated and possibly manur- 
ed in order to stimulate growth. Usu- 
ally the tree blossoms, but this excess 
of plant food produces so much sap 
that the blossom drops off without 
setting any fruit. It is usually not 
until the trees grow too large to be 
cultivated and are sown with grain 
and seeded down that the growth is 
sufficiently checked to induce the far- 
mation of fruit buds. Then too many 
form and the whole energy of the tree 
ia devoted to maturing its crop, giv- 
ing no opportunity for, starting buds 
for .anether year. 

What is needed is a system under 
which the tree shall begin bearing 
withia two or at.most three years af- 
tex it im set, shall bear very little at 
firet, but gradually increase the set 
antil am annual orop can be looked for 
with reasonable certainty. Mineral 
manures only should be used to se- 
oure this result, and these should be 
combined with judicious and severe 
pruning of the top during the grow- 
ing @eason, and also of the roots when 
the tree shows a tendency to make 
too much wood and leaf growth. Usu- 
ally thie manuring and cultivation is 
bontinued so long that it can only be 
ehecked by such severe root pruning 


as to seriously threaten the life of the | 


tree. That makes fruit buds form, 
but the tree is by this time so far 
exhausted that it cannot mature) 
them all except by greatly reducing 
the size. The following year there | 
will be no fruit buds to blossom.

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FALSE TEETH. 


What Becomes of the Myriads of Them 
Made Every Year. 


What becomes of the hundreds of 
thousands of artificial teeth made and 
sold anhually ? Before attempting to 
answer the question it may be as well 
to comsider how these artificial teeth 
are made. When plates were discov- 
ered and the expert dential was able 
to supply a whole mouthful of new 
teeth the teeth were ..then carv- 
ed out of ivory. But constant grind- 
ing would wear away the ivary, and 
these elephant teeth were not satis- 
factory. 

To-day all artificial teeth are made 
of porcelain, and will outlast a Meth- 
uselah. The porcelain material, which 
contains var.ous mineral proportions, 
is worked up like a sort of dough or 
plaster, forced into molds and fused 
by intense heat in a furnace. Each 
tooth is covered with enamel, and has 
one or more metal pins in the back 

| to hold it to the plate. 
| Ia large lots these teeth 


} 


can be 
made very cheaply, but there is one 
item of expense that cannot be ovar- 
come, and that is the cost of the metal 
holding pin. The only metal which 
| will stand the intense heat of the par- 
celain furnace is platinum, and that 
| costs at the rate of a cent a pin sim- 
| ply for the raw material.

‘*The Prince was barn the largest 
and strongest of the children of Ku« 
ang, and because of his love of aporte 
and outdoor life would mot stay in bis 
imperial city aad take an interest im 
the conduct af the government..Whea 
in Pekin he was always interested ie 
wrestling and fist fights, being tre«~ 
quently a spectater of the races at 
the International Club in the weet end 
of the city. He rarely mingled e-+lab 
ly with the foreigners, surrounding 
himself with a small coterie of friends 
who had similar tastes. Mmaay. of 
these were athletes and acrebatio rid-« 
ere of the littl meuntain herees, 
though several of them, motably the 
late Governer of Shan-Si, were

tween Prince Ching and Prince Tuan, — 
which increased after the latter began 
elght years ago to live most of the 
time in Pekin and mingle in public af- 
taire.

of three or four hundred inhabitants. 


I have had splendid health all along 
and have reason to be thankful, as so 
many are dropping off through enteric 
fever. We expect to return home at 
almost any time. as the fighting now is 
mostly gorilla warfare. We haven't 
ot any mail for over seven weeks. 

wo thousand bags of our mail were 
captured and burnt by the Boers, and 
four privates and one captain of the 
Canadians were killed and one taken 
prisoner by Boers under Gen. Dieut, a 
French officer. [owas in Johannesburg 
and also in Pretoria. I like all the 
cities out here; nearly all have one- 
story houses. Everything around Pre- 
toria betokens a great deal of wealth, 
especially amongst some retired Hol- 
land Dutch who seem to have an unusu- 
ally intense hatred of the English. At 
Pretoria our brigade was disbanded and 
our general gave each one of us a state- 
ment of how far we had marched und 
what we had done. ‘This is an extract 
from it: 


Preroria, June Sth, 1900. 

The 19th brigade has achieved a 
record of which any infantry might be 
proud. Since the brigade was formed, 
‘ebruary 12th, 1900, it bas marched 
six hundred and twenty miles, often on 
half rations, seldom on full. It has 
taken part in the capture of ten towns, 
fought in ten general engagements and 
also twenty-seven other scrimmages 
In one period of thirty days it fought 
on twenty-seven of them and marched 
three hundred and twenty-seven miles, 
Casualties between four and five hund- 
red. Defeats, nil. 

Signed Ian Hamitros, Major, Gen- 
eral Brigade Office. 

Our brigade consisted of a regiment 
of the Duke of Cornwall's light infan- 
try,-a regiment of the Shropshire 
infantry and tha first battalion of the 
Gordon Highlande™. Our fuil ration 
is five biscuits, one pound of boiled beef 
with a pint of soup and half-an-ounce 
of tea and coffee. * = * I don’t 
expect we will reach Canada much 
before next Thanksgiving. 


Axprew J. CLOTHER. 


Camp Monkey Fort, Jung 15. 

1 yesh I could drop this into you 
today, for if reports went out as they 
happened, here in the last few days, 
you will be anxious, | know. We had 
some hard fighting al! day and all night 
Monday and Tuesday aliday. We got 
into atrap and could not advance or 
retire, and it was a hot spot for twenty- 
four hours. We were surrounded, 
but they could not capture us. We 
would not surrender, and finally they 
cayed and ran, and we did more than 
feed them on lead when we got them 
moving and into the open. It would 
take too much time to explain the 
position. They certainly had a world 
ofan adyantage. The most beautiful 
trap that ever was laid was laid for us, 
and we went straight in, but the trap 
did not snap,-or it snaped, but slipped 
off. They killed one of our boys and 
wounded two; there was fifteen killed 
and wounded on our sidein the fight, 
and there must have been hundreds of 
the Boers. They fired on the Red 
Cross from every side; fired on the 
bearers as they went after and carried 
the wounded off the field. We took a 
house and put a Red Cross flag on it 
and put our wounded there. They 
shelled us until we had to take the 
fiag down. They then shelled our 
waggons clean out and wounded the 
senior surgeon-major. It was furious, 
but we are out now. We haye driven 
them outinto the wilderness and left 
only a few of them, some 5000, with 
Bothwell. 

I don’t know just yet what they will 
do with us. There are some heayy 
speculations. Roberts says we are 
superior to his men in treating with 
the rebels, who are becoming trouble- 
some down through the country we 
haye traversed and captured, and we 
may be sent back that way to quiet 
some ofthem. The war is about oyer up 
here and we hope Bothwell will come 
back and surrender. If we go back 
down the line, it will be on our way 
home, and it may not last long. We 
will all be glad when it is over, so that 
we can go home. We all thought it 
would end at Pretoria, but we were 
doomed todisappointment. The second 
day after we got there the order came 
to form a flying squadron of all the 
best men and horses in the camp. The 
colonel went around and out of our 
squadron of 875 which left Toronto, 
only 49 men could continue ; and out 
of “*B.” squadron of 875 men which left 
Winnipeg, 51 was all that could con- 
tinue. Myself and horse was num- 
bered in with the 49 of “A” squadron. 
I never was better fit for anything in 
my life. Iam in excellent health and 
feel just excellent, ready for a scrap 
anytime of theday. But I don’t like 
these night shots; you can’t see where 
they come from. We were got together 
and off we went. We have been out 
just a week today and I think our work 
is finished in this quarter, and we hope 
to etart back to Pretoria tomorrow.

The 
nights are terribly cold ; heavy frost 
eyery niaht. I have seen half-an-inch 
of ice on my mess tin. [have been 
afraid of rheumatism, but I guess I am 
proof against it. You will see how the 
war is going better than I can tell you. 
Ionly know of our own little sphere.

Preroria, June 27. 

We have had another trip and an- 
other fight since I last wrote you, We 
were again successful in routing the 
Boers, taking two big guns,. captur- 
ing many prisoners and many small 
rifies. I did afew hours’ active work 
on the last trip and captured a lot of 
rifles, of which I selected a beautiful 
Mauser rifle and a Martini-Henry 
sporting rifle for myself. They are 
beautiful guns, if I can only get them 
home. There were only forty-seyen 
men available in our two squadrons for 
the last. trip. There was only 1,000 of 
us altogether. but we had a good trip. 
We started out for the purpose of 
escorting Baden-Powell into Pretoria. 
We met him on the third day out, that 
was on Sunday afternoon, June 17th. 
We returned a short distance and 
camped for the night. During the 
night a Kaffir came-in and reported 
that a party of Boers with two big 
guns were passing up the ravine on the 
opposite side of the Black Chain of 
copjes. We * in the morning ; part 
went on with Baden-Powell to Pretoria 
and the remainder went on early after 
the Boers. We had an exciting chase 
and finally succeeded in accomplishing 
our mission. It was in this expedition 
I laid off my Red Cross for a while and 
did a little actiye work. We returned 
to this wey just eight days after we 
left and we have been in camp now for 
four days, the longest rest we have had 
since we left Green Point. The horses 
and men have pulled themselves 
together quite alot since we came to 
Pretoria. We thought our fightin 
would end here, but we were desti 
to disappointment. We have had two 
weeks’ hard work here, and now they 
are fitting us out with new horses, and 
another general advance will commence 
about the ist of July. The dear onl 
knows where it will be to, or what dif- 
ficulties we will meet. The country 
north of here is full of malaria—all 
swamps, bogs and brusjh—and is called 
the death land to the| whites. I don't 
quite like the prospect,|but_it has to be 
and I dare not complain. It will all be 
over I hope before vou get this letter, or 
I would not write this time. There are 
a lot of Boers up ahead of us, Kruger 
is reported to be living there on the 
railroad in a priyate car. We will 
catch him yet. I wish I could get a 
shot at him with my new Mauser at 
any range. I feel sure he would be my 
game. 

Last Saturday evening we got a 
mail, the first ion eight weeks. Can 
you imagine anyone in such a wilder- 
ness on sucha mission as ours being 
eight weeks without one word from the 
outer world? We know nothing of the 
war but what our own column takes 
part in. 

I am in excellent health and the best 
of spirits, though somewhat dis- 
appointed at having to go further to 
fight. But let it be; lam not afraid of 
the country, for [ am as hardy as a 
wolf and the Boers can't shoot at all. 
They are too much afraid of the 
mounted men to take careful aim. 
They are excellent runners and know 
the country well, so they can dodge our 
boys. If we could only get at them we 
would soon end the fight. I have sent 
in an application for service as surgeon 
to the African Mounted Police for a 
short term, but I don’t know how it 
will come out yet. We will not know 
anything about it until the war is over, 
They have asked for yolunteers from 
the Canadians to remain here on the 
police and on the railroads at ten shill- 
ingsaday. Very many haye yolun- 
teered. If I get anything in my line I 
will stay, if not, I shall return with the 
troops. If I were not in the (medical) 
ens I would certainly stay here. 

think I could stand the climate now 
after what we have all come through. 

I have not any idea how long this 
trip north will last. We don’t expect 
that the troops will leave here before 
September. ,

CLEANING HINTS. 

Gaa globes should be washed well 
with a aponge in tepid water in which 
a ilttle soda and bluing have been 
dissolved.

If the globes 
should have the least crack or flaw 
in them, be very careful to keep your 
hands well protected with the towel 
when drying them, as if the glass 
were to “fly” suddenly, a painful and 
perhaps dangerous cut might result. 
Whan adjusting globes never screw 
them tight. or they will certainly 
break when the gas is lighted, as glass 
expands with heat. 

Gas or lamp globes should never be 
put over the light directly after wash- 
ing, as, however carefully they are 
dried, there is sure to be some damp 
left on them. They should be done 
quite eariy in the morning.

A dempatch from Paria, says..—A 
determined attempt to assassinate the 
Shah of Perwia, Muzaffér-ed-Din, was 
made here on Thursday marning. It 
was 9.15 whem the oarriage of the 
Shah emerged from the court of the 
Sovereign's palacé, with the Shah and 
his Grand Vizier seated inside apposite 
Gen. Parent. The carriage had pro- 
ooeded but a few yards when « man 
@reneed an a labourer and wearing 4 
beret, sprang from between two anto- 
mobiles. He broke through the line 
of policemen, overturning a bic of- 
fieer, and jumped upon the royal car- 
riage atep. In one hand the man had 
aoane But this movement was only 
intended to hide the real purpose. In 
the other hand he heli a revolver. 

The attempted assassination there 
came to an emi, for the Grand Vizier 
struck the weapon from the man’s 
hand, and at the same time officers 
caught his arm from behind and over- 
powered him. 

A orowd of 500 people witnessed the 
attempted assassinathon, and at once 
made arush towards the would-be 
mrarderer. The police acting aa 
guards of the Shah, however, prevent- 
ed the mob from doing violence to the 
migsoreant, The prisoner was taken 
to the police station.

Old Time Canadian Postage. 
A few days ago we were in conversa- 
tion gp theearly pioneer life in this 
district with a couple of gentleman 
well adyanced in. vears and who have 
teen residents of this township all their 
lives ; and among other things’ talked 
of, was the high postage rates charged 
in the pioneer dave. We have since 
gained information which confirms al] 
they have told us. About the end of the 
Year 1882, a bill was passed providing 
that the postoftice department should 
be under the control of the provincial 
legislature and for the appointment of 
a postmaster-general. The rates of 
postage fixed by the bill were: Single 
letter going a distance not exceeding 
thirty miles, 84d: eighty miles, 6d: 
eighty to a hundred and fifty miles, 10d: 
a hundred and fifty to three hundre 
miles, Is. 24; and in the same propor- 
tion for double of triple letters, every 
packet weighing Over four ounces to be 
equal to four single letters and in like 
proportion for aby greater weight. 
Exchange newspvers to go postage 
free. Newspaper to be left open at one 
end and charged with 4d. postage each, 
and the postage not to be required from 
the printer or persgn sendihg the same. 
Newspapers to and [rom Great Britain 
and Ireland to pay nO postage. Maga- 
zines (if the state of the mail and roads 
would admit of their conveyance) to pay 
td. per sheet undera hundred miles. 
one to two hundred miles, 14d., and 
over two hundred, 2d.

" ABOUT ROSES. 


ft would be hard to find more real 
lnformation about the garden culture 
or roses than Mr. Henry A. Siebrecht 
contributes to the American Rose so- 
clety—an artiole which treats the sub- 
jeot very fully and yet with great bre- 
vity, and which seems to supply just 
what kind of information the rose 
grower wants most. We regret not 
being able to reprodace the paper in 
full, but offer some of ite more valu- 
able general suggestions: 

“The firet easential requisite to 
oultivate the rose is the love and In- 
terest to do so. The next important 
point la a good piece of ground, and 
after this good stook and a atart with 
the: varieties best sulted for the par- 
ticular climate and position. 

“We will now prepare the soil in the 
proposed rose garden. . Should it be 
warm, upland soil, with plenty of na- 
tural drainage, both aub and surface, 
then little work is necessary. The 
garden, whether large or small, 
should be arranged or laid out with 
some system; borders or beds, not over 
five or six feet wide, with paths on 
each side, in order that they may be 
easily worked from both sides. 

“There should be at least eighteen 
inches depth of good rich soil in the 
bed or border, which should be well 
trenched to the full depth and roughly 
but well ridged up No attempt 
should be made at leveling or making 
it fine. If possible this trenching 
may be done in the autumn, just be- 
fore the frost. If, however, the gar- 
den ia not prepared until spring, the 
trenching and ridging up should be 
done as early as possible to work the 
ground. The soi] should lie at least 
in that condition, when it should be 
leveled and receive a heavy dressing 
of well-rotted stable manure. 

“If the land be of an open and 
sandy nature, barnyard manure will 
answer. If the land be extremely 
light and sandy, then sheep or cow 
manure is much better; and if, on the 
ether hand, it should be very oold 
and heavy land, then well-rotted horse 
manure is the best. This should be 
spread over the ground in quantity of 
about a ton or large load to every 200 
aquare feet, and thoroughly spaded or 
forked in. After this the ground 
should be well raked and the soil made 
very level and fine. 


“The great essential for making 
rose beds or borders is proper and 
ample drainage. Should the ground 
be of a stubborn, stiff clay nature, 
with perhaps a strata of hardpan be- 
neath the top soil, then the whole area 
should be artificially and thoroughly 
drained and the beds or borders pro- 
perly formed; and might be done in 
the following manner: Remove all the 
top soil to one side, taking out enough 
of the hard-pan toa depth of at least 
two feet below the normal surface or 
level of the land in the garden, and 
have the bottom surface sloping to 
the side where the main path or walk 
is to be. Then put in, carefully taid 
together, a layer of refuse or old 
brick, or some such material, to the 
depth of about eight inches, theo fill- | 
ing in the crevices with small stone or 
clinkers. Put on top of this a two- 
inch depth of coarse gravel, clinkers 
or cinders, then roll this with a gar- 
den roller, as you would for making a 
path, or, if such drainage oaterial 
cannot be easily had, then lay twoe 
inch ordinary drain tile in haves two 
feet apart and fill in between the tile 
with the same material as mentioned 
above-—coarse gravel, sand, or ashes, 
to a depth of eight or ten inches. Af- 
ter this put on a layer of turfy sod 
grassy side dowaward.

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LAYING A CEMENT FLOOR. 

Prepare the surface where the floor 
i to fe lad by filling up ths low 
places wifh gravel, and after thoro 
ughly wetting. tamp down solid 
Give surface a gradual slant from 
manger to gutter of 11-2 in. Tt 
very umportamt that the tamping 
be well done, so there will be no place 
that will settle and cause the cement 
tocrack.

Notwithstanding the magnitude of} 
the obstacles that have 
isted to travel in China, 
able how many scientific 
have traversed the length and breadth 
of the country since the early part 
of the century. It iv interesting also 
to observe how the names of the ex- 
plorers and the territory through 
which they passed seem to indicate 
the aims commonly attributed to the 
various Powers manifesting 
particular interest in Chinese affaira. 
Southern China, for instance, has 
been the special field for British 
explorers, while there have been num- 
¢rous Russian explorers in the north 
and northwestern provinces, and the 
Germans have given special attention 
to the northeastern parts of the coun- 
try. 

Aa far back as 1816 English explor- | 
ers began their work in southern 
China, for in that year Amherst 
made a journey along the banks of 
the Pekiang, ane of the northern tri- 
butaries of the Sikiang, sometimes 
called the River of Canton; but Ma- 
eartney had already done valuable 
work up the same stream in 1793. It 
was not dowever, until the early part 
of the second half of the century~ 
in the ‘60s-—-that systematic explora- 
tion of that part of China was under4 
taken. During that decade the 
southwestern and southern provinces 
were regularly quartered out by Eng- 
lish explorers, conspicuous among 
whom were Oxenham, Dickson, Garn- 
ier, Bickmore, and Cooper. Lagree, 
a Freneh traveler, in 1867 made a 
journey into 

YUNNAN FROM SIAM. 

But it was in the seventh and the 
following decades that the explora- 
tion of China was developed on a 
large soale and became international 
in character, foreshadowing events 
that have sinee begun to materialize, 
‘In the "708 the English activity spread 
from the southern provinces to the 
valley of the Yang-tse-Kiang. Baber; 
Gill, MoCarthy, Moss and others pene- 
trated into some of the most exclus- 
ive provinces, and made valuable com- 
meroial and military observations. 
While the British were thus working 
in the southern half of the country 
the Russian Przjvalsky made his 
first journey into the northern Thi- 
bet and Kansuh. Elias, who was be- 
lieved to be traveling on behalf of 
the British Government, made a jour-

1872. The northern provinces were 
also traversed by Pevtsof, Sezech, 
Fritsche, a German, and others dur- 
ing the same period.

There need, how- 
‘ever, be no difficulty about it at all. if it 
is remembered that the yowels in there 
inarmes are uniformly those of the 
iItalian or continental alphabet, 
namely : (1) ‘‘a” nearly always like “a” 
‘in far; “e” always approximately as 
‘‘e” in they or then; “i” very like “i” 
in machine or pin ; “‘o” as either the 
io” of song or now; and “‘u” always 
jas the “a” of rule. (2) Also, it should 
be remembered, eyery syllable has an | 
independent value and should be given! 
that value in pronunciation, (8) As 
for consonants, they are pronounced 
exactly as written, These rules will 
secure as correct a pronunciation of 
Chinese names as can be secured with- 
out oral instructions. For example: 
Under first rule, one would say tah-koo 
for Taku, not take-you as one may 
frequently hear the word pronounced ; 
fos hoses chabee , for Li Hung Chang, 
not Ne-hunge-chang; peh-king for 
Pekin, not peek-in ; shahng-hah ee for 
for Shanghai. not shang-high ; tsoong- 
lee-yah-men for Tsung-li Yamen, not 
teung-li-Yamen;andsoon. Under the) 
second rule, Tientsin is pronounced tee- 
yen tsinn, accenting the yen syllabic, 
not teen-tsin, General Nieh’s name is 
Neeyeh.

CORUNDUM IN ONTARIO. 


Extensive Disceveries of This Valuable 
Abrasive Material in Ontario—A Large 
Belt of It in Renfrew, Hastings And 
Haliburton Counties. 

Corundum. as the crvstalline oxide} 
aluminum is called. is one ofthe most 
interesting of minerals. It received the} 
name of corundum about one hundred | 
years ago, but the names of its gem | 
varieties. sapphire and ruby, had heen | 
in use from a much earlier time, and| 
the name coriyindum, or corriyendam.

| The first discovery of corundam in 
Ontario was made by the late Dr. Sterry 
Hunt, fifty-three years ago, in the coun- 
ty of Lanark. It does not appear, how- 
eyer, that this discovery received fur- 
ther attention, and the mineral was 
| practically rediscovered there three 
|vears ago. The largest known deposit 
of corundum in Ontario was discovered 
Pomerley years agoin the township 
| of Raglan, Renfrew county ; but in 
ithis case twenty years elapsed before 
the mineral was identified. Mr. Archi- 
bald Blue, of the Ontario bureau of 
minet, save, ‘According to Robillard’s 
story (a farmer upon whose land the 
corundum was discovered), he was 
returning with-his little daughter from 
a cranberry marsh on the wide flats of 
North river, and, in climbing a hill 
whieh rises about five hundred feet 
aboye the river he sat down upon a 
large boulder to rest. In telling me the 
story, Robillard said: “Annie was 
kneeling behind me and picked up a} 
queer-shaped stone, and showing it to 
me, said it looked like the stopper of a 
cruet-bottle. It was just like that. 
and | wondered what fool of a man 
had gone to work and whittled it out 
Then I looked at the stone where I was 
sitting, and, bless you, sir, it was 
ed with cruet-stoppers !’ About 
ourleen years ago corundum was Cis- 
covered in Carlow township. 

The first geological reconnaisance of 
the district in which corundum has been 
found was made in 1853, and forty years 
elapsed before another attempt was 
made to work out the geology of this 
interesting area. The four corners of 
this area lie in the township cf Digby. 
Finlayson, Hagarty and Grimsthgrpe, 

spectively, erabracing an area of 8.500 
square miles. Recently Professor Mil-| 
ler, of the Kingston School of Mines, 
has been employed by the Ontario 
goyernment to make a special report on 
the field, and he has discovered the 
mineral in a number of new places. 

On the Robillard hill, corundum may 
be traced for a mile or more along its 
southern face, wherever syenite 15 
exposed. The corundum crystals are 
frequently observed to run in. strings 
several inches wide along the surface 
of the rock, and are all sizes, from 
half-an-inch to two three inches in 
diameter, usually barrel-shaped, and 
ranging from an inch to four or five 
inches in length. On the western 
shoulder of the hill there is an outcrop 
of nepheline syenite—a rare rock, 
found in but few places in the world,— 
and in this rock the crystals are finely 
shapped, but ofsmallsize—about a third 
ofan inch in diameter and an inch and 
half in length. An expert who has 
examined this hill estimates, the corun- 
dum in sight at several millions of 
tons. There is certainly a large quan- 
tity and in some places it amounts to 
from thirty to forty percent of the rock 
mass. Along the foot of the hill are 
numerous large boulders of syenite, 
speckled over with crystals, like plums 
in a pudding. 

None of the discoyeries hitherto made 
in Ontario seem to encourage the hope 
that gem varieties of the.corundum are} 

to be found, althouch in some localities 
an occasional crystal is to be seen with 
qualities not unlike mapper, being 
semitranslucent andof a bluish color. 


If, however, corundum is ever found in 
the crystalline limestones, as in India 
and Burma, it will occur in different 
form than it does in the igneous rocks 
and gems may yet be found. 

In view of the extent and apparent | 
richness of the corundum fields of | 
Ontario, the government has taken | 
steps aimed at developing the deposits 
and establishing a home industry, giv- 
ing a preference in the selection of 
mineral lands to those who intend to| 
separate the ore from its gapgue, to 
mill for abrasive uses, to manufacture 
abrasive goods, and to produce alu- 
minum. Mr. Blue says: “It will | 
certainly add greatly to the value of 
the corundum. deposits of Ontario if 
they car. le used in producing alu- 
minum as well as the materials for 
abrasives, if the recent history of that 
metal isa fair index of its future. In

The Ontario corundum is of good 
quality, as has been proven by many 
conclusive experiments, and it is likely 
that if this can be pat on the market 
ata somewhat lower prices than at 
present, it will displace to & 
extent inferior abrasive materials.

An Unusually Sad BPeath. 

A sad fatal accident occurred at the 
home of Mr. Irvine Delyea, about a 
mile from Queensboro,* at noon on 


Thursday last, when his little daughter 
Nancy Ethel. aged about three yeats, 
was so severely crushed by a leach-bar- 
rel falling on her that death resulted 
almost immediately. A new bell had 
recently been placed on a bell-post in 
the yard and the ringing of this was a 
delight to Mr. Delyea’s children. 
After ringing it to call the men to din- 
ner on Thursday, Mrs. Delyea, as_ she 
had done seyeral times before, held 
little Ethel ap to allow her to ring it. 
She afterward tied/ up the bell-ro 
out of reach of the children, whom sha 
left in the yard aud went into the 
house. She had not been inside very 
long, however, before she heard one of 
the children screaming, and rushing 
out, she found Ethel beneath a heayy 
barrel of ashes. The mother quickly 
released her child and took her into the 
house, where all that loving hands 
could do was done, but of no ayail, as the 
little one died from her injuries about 
fifteen minutes afterwards, and before 
@ doctor who was summoned could 
arrive. Just how the accident occurred 
is not known, but it is supposed that 
after her mother had left her, the little 
girl tried to reach the bell-rope by climb- 
ing upon the leach near the post, and in 
doing so had pulled the barrel over 
upoa her. Death was probably due to 
internal injuries, as there was no 
bruises or breaks apparent externally. 
Mr. and Mrs. Delyea have the sym- 
pathy of the whole community in their 
unusually sad bereavement. The 
funeral, which took place Friday after- 
noon, was a very large one. 
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About the Crops. 

In the past week or two the Review 
has interviewed many farmers as to 
the state of the crops in this vicinity 


and has learned that everybody is now 
in the midst of his harvesting and that 
the yield this season will be more than 
the average. Many of them speak in 
flattering terms of the quality and yield 
of wheat and other grains, and state 
that the great bulk of the crops is 
already harvested and in good con- 
dition, Quite a number haye threshed 
and report an average yield of from 
thirty to forty-five bushels of wheat to 
the acre, Mr. Jerbend Empey threshed 
a few days ago and received 185 bushels 
from four acres, and Mr. J. A, Caskey’s 
yield from twenty acres was seyen hun- 
dred bushels. Many others also report 
good yields. Hay was a very heavy 
crop this year, but, owing to the 
wet weather, was pot very well 
saved. If the weather continues favor- 
able for a week or two longer most of 
grain will be harvested, The 
weather in this region until last week 
has heen unusually cool and the fre- 
quent showers during the spring and 
summer greatly benefited the growing 
crops. The oy of cheese made 
this summer is very large, the pastures 
being good, and likely to remain so. 
The prospect of a large fruit crop, par- 
ticularly apples, is very good, the trees 
in many places needing props to keep 
the heayy laden branches from break- 
ing down. ‘Farmers are amiling 
broadiy over the prospects—and they

NUREMBERG TOYS. 


|The Industry -Has Disappeared Prem the 
Bast Fad of Londen. 

| The quaint town of Nureorberg, ino 
South Germany, has become the prin- 
cipal toy factory of Europe.

By this method of applying the pow-

To ome of the col- 
umns, terrible disaster occurred at Is- 
andhlwana, and, inspired by this, Bul- 
ler made a vigorous attack upon the 
Zulus with 106 of his own horse and 
thirty-three Boers. This Zulu cam- 
paign was a long series of brisk akir- 
mishes and hot contests, and in all | 
of them Buller showed bimael! a bold 
deader of men.

So far the quarantine authoritice 
have received no official intimation of

AL the quarantine officials \both 
cousta have been inatructed te pare 
ticularly vigilant in their search for 
cates of this dread disease; and vals 
uminous instructions have been ie 
sued them in the matter. These im 
structions cover every conceivable 
pint of danger, and are most exe 
plicitly drawn. 

The following synopsis of the im 
structions peculiarly adapted for the 
Prevention of the importation of the 
Bubonic plague, is taken from 

THE OFFICIAL DOCUMENT: 

I. Pilote bringing tn veasela from 
plague imfeoted ports ahall bold them 
im stream for inapection, not coming 
to any pier until sanctioned by the 
inspecting officer. Pilota who have 
gone on board infeoted vessels will be 
detained in quaraptine a sufficient 
time to cover the period of imoufation, 
If the pilote have been exposed to in- 
*pection their dannage must be disin- 
fected. 

2. In inspecting infested veasels 
from these ports the personnel of the 
vessel aball be inspected after the re. 
moval of such clothing as will inter- 
fere with the tharough examination 
of all glandular regione, including 
axillary, inginical and cervical, 

8. Inspected vessels must be plac- 
ed where it ie impossible for rate to 
swim to the nearest land or other vem 
#ol, and in case of the vessel being 
attached to @ pier or lighted by a 
haweer the hawser must be either en- 
clased in iron or tarred te prevent 
Tate passing along it, 

4. If the plague is on board, the 
patients must be moved to hospital 
and carefully isolated, and the wel) 
disinfected and supplied with aterile 
clothing. 

5. All eteerage passingers and crew 
and their effects muat be disinfected 
before being admitted to the detem 
tion buildings. 

6. After the removal of the per- 
sonnel the vessel must have a prelimi- 
nary disinfection with sulphur, a 
guard being placed round her to dew 
troy all e#eapimg rata, 

7. No one mrust be allowed around 
the vesse! with bare feet, and gloves 
muet be used in removing cargo, or 
dead vermin. No persea with an 
abrasion, or open sore may be em 
ployed in this work. 

8 All water must be changed ana 
the tanks disinfected by steam, or a 
10 per cent. solution of potassium per- 
manganate. 

9. Nothing. not even the aweepings 
may be thrown overboard. Such ma- 
teria! must be burned in a furnace in 
a place specially designated, but mog 
in the galley. 

Sections 11, 12, and 13, apply tothe 
disinfection, repeated in intervale of 
all cargo, and ballaat. 


l4. All compartments, cabins, eto. 
must be thoroughly treated. Bed- 
ding, fabrics, clothing, etc., must be 
diwinfected by steam. sulphur dioxide, 
formaldohyde, or mercuric chloride, 
and cooking utensils immersed in boil 
ing water, or steam. 

15. After the vessel is thoroughly 
emptied she must underge 24 hours’ 
disinfection by sulphur dioxide, the re« 
mains of all rats and vermin gather- 
ed and burned, and the place where 
gathered disinfected with mercurig 
tichloride sofution. 


The veese! musi be kept under ob- 
servation sufficiently long to satisfy 
the quarantine officera that all rata 
are destroyed, and a new crew or a 
crew that has passed the period of 
oteervation abould if possible be pro- 
vided. 


The uaual quarantine regulations ap- 
ply to the disinfection and detention 
of the personnel of any veasel coming 
from an infected or suspected place.

A London, Eng., paper is of the 
opinion that the suicidal policy 
of shipping the virgin forests of 
Canada oyer the frontier to the 
United States, in short lengths, to 
be made into paper in the mills of 
the republic is practically at an 
end.
